So Williams Tells House About 


the President's Latest 


Effort, 


WASHINGTON, Fob. 4.—General de- 
bate on the Indian appropriation bill in 
iho House *was today extended so as to 
permit its continuance until the close of 
the session tonight. 
Mr. Williams ("Mississippi) was rec- 
ognized at once for an hour and taking 
for his text the 
President's message, 
whicu was thoroughly discussed today, 
said he disagreed with 
Mr. Hepburn's 
statement of yesterday thai the message 
met the approval of- the entire American 
people. Indeed,* he said there are things 
in it sensational, federalistic and danger- 
ous to the American people. 
He was not 
a hero 
worshiper and 
therefore ho Vrould consider the message 
"without any regard, to the Kon. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, from whom the message 
emanated." 


Williams declared that he was not one 
of those who were afraid of a radical 
in the White Houso. 
No Eulogy. 


Continuing, he said It was not de- 
serving of an all-around eulogy upon the 
part of any man who loved Democratic 
institutions. He did not think that the 
Democrats would endorse that part of 
the message which recommended restor- 
ing to the railroads the power to pool, 
or which advocated Hce. 3ing; o,f corpora- 
tions or-which declared it useless to> at- 
tempt to punish the "Men, flesh, ihe 
beings," who violated the law in tho 
name of corporate authority as to the 
corporations, Mr. Williams declared they 
never would be properly punished "until 
you visit punishment upon the flesh .I'lid 
blood from whose brains and by whose 
acis the violations take place." 
In this connection ha referred to Paul 
Morton, former-Secretary of the Navy, 
and asked: 


"Did 
he get out of the cabinet to go 
to a prison after a. confession of a long 
continued Violation of tho severe laws?" 
"No," he'sald, "but instead, he jumped 
into a lucrative position In private life 
with a letter of commendation- from the 
President of the United Slates." 
In concluding, he believed tliaf the 
party that he represented—"the party 
that in the past so gloriously led Its 
country—was 
capable 
of 
leading 
it 
again, no less gloriously. , Alluding to 
W. J. Bryan, as "our proposed leader," 
he aligned himself squarely with the 
Nebraskan, and predicted hla election 
hen he said: "I hope to see this bill— 
e one which we have been discussing— 
some day signed by him."

and Title by Suit. 


VIENNA, Fab. 4.—Princess Beatrice of 


Sfcxe-Coburg. who Is engaged to marry 
Prince Alphonse of Bourbon, the aon of 
Prince Antoine and the Infanta Ulalfe, la 
threatened v ith a complication that may 
shear her f'-Jturfi huband of one of his 
titles ana much 
of his 
fortune. 
The 


prince's father Is also Duke of Galliera, 
but a special from Triest says that claim- 
ant for the title of Duke of Galllera ha> 
appeared in the person of the grandson 
of the first juke. The claimant says he 
Is prepared to fight for hU title, and at 
th« same time he will sue the Bourbons 
for twenty millions of francs, lent by his 
grandmother, the first Duchess, to the 
present duke's father, the late Duke An- 
ton 3e Jlontpensfer. 


The present Duke of Galllera does not 


deny the financial transaction, but main- 
tains that the alleged loan was an uncon- 
ditional gift by the duchess to his father, 
who died t-m years ago. 
The title, he 


says, was conferred upon him by the King 
.of Italy in 1395, and according 
to royal 


diploma will be Inherited by his eldest 
son, the flarce of Princess Beatrice. 


To this tl.e Triest claimant makes an- 


swers as follows: 


FIRST DUKE OP GAtLIERA. 


"The first Duke of Galllera was my 


grandfather, the great Italian financier, 
Ferrari, who acquired an immense for- 
tune by building the 
railway 
between 


Pals. Lyons and the Mediterranean. 
Pius 


TX created Ferrari Dug* of Galllera. My 
grandmother was a noblewoman in her 
own right, a Marquise, member of one of 
the oMest aristocratic families in Italy. 


"Siiortly before my grandmother died 


he Invited his wife to visit his library, a 
room she 1 ad never before entered. 
It 


prowl to be a vault-like apartment, se- 
cured by Immense fire-proof doors. ITpon 
shelves along the steel walls there stood 
aome three hundred volumes, all bound in 
black velvet with locks of gold. 


"The Duke handed my grandmother a 


bunch of gulden keys, numbered like the 
volumes, saying to her, 'Will you please 
take down Volume No. 120? I want to 
become acquainted -with my books.'

"The Duchess, my grandmother, though 


of count aware that the Duke was an 
extremely rich man, was durafounded by. 
the Immensity of the treasure, which was 
pla-.ed at her unconditional disposal by 
the Duko s |eath, which occurred shortly 
after the event described. 


"My grandmother had always been 


noted for her charities, and thus suddenly 
made absolute mistress of the' world's 
greatest cfcBh fortune, the pleasure of 
giving became a mania with her. 


FATHER SCORNED TITLE. 


"For 
schools, hospitals. Old People's 


Homes, asylums, etc.. she gave away 
millions within a few months after the 
Duke's death. She gave Indiscriminately 
to nil who appealed to her, never allow- 
ing the slightest inquiry to be made re- 
garding the beneficiary's character. 


"Among her grandest gifts was one of 


25,000,000 francs for finishing the port of 
Genoa, on which her late husband had 
already spent 30.000,000 francs. 


"When Leo XITI celebrated hia fiftieth 


Jubilee as a priest, she brought him, in 
a golden strong box 1,000,000 francs In 
new sold pieces. Tn short, she gave away 
150 volumea of her library, which means 
130,000,000 francs. In the course of a few 
years. 


"The Duke of Galliera left two sons, the 


eldest of whom died quite young, and I 
as the son of the younger, and only heir. 


"My father, this younger son, was a 


simple man, caring nothing for riches and 
despising titles. He refused to take the 
name of Duke of Galliera when he be- 
came of age, and called himself plain 
Emilio Ferrari. As a student he lived in 
a furnished room in the Paris Quartier 
Latin, and Insisted upon making his own 
llvliur by literary labors, and giving les- 
sons, and not 
until shortly before her 


death could his mother, the Duchess, par- 
suade him to accept an annuity,,of 100,000 
francs, a mere bagatelle. 


GAVE IMMENSE FORTUNE. 


"Afterv/anls lie gave up

Italian 


citizenship and emigrated

Austria, 


wh-5re T was born.

"The Duchess oOGailiera died In 1S8S, 


aged 73. As she felt death approaching 
she asked that her cot be carried -into the 
'library,' and there, gazing at the. now 
sadly depleted book shelves, she breathed 
her last, a wooden crucifix in h«r hand 
an/i the Injunction on her lips that all 
the remaining books be turned over to the 
poor, as. Indeed, here last testament pro- 
vided. 


"Thus the poor and charitable Institu- 


tions got the rest of my grandfather's 
immanse fortune, and nothing remains to 
me but the slender pension of 100,000 
francs 
per year, which descended from 


my father, and the claim to 20,000,000 
francs, which my grandmother lent to 
the Duke of Montpensier, the late father 
of '.he Bourbon prince, who assumed my 
title of Duke of Oallipra. 


"The loan was made early in 1870. and 


I claim principal and interst as the sole 
surviving heir of 
Ferrari, 
.the Italian 


financier .created Duke of Qalliera by 
Pope Plus IX."
